The Catholic Bible 
contains seven books more in 
the Old Testament than does the 
Protestant Bible. We have often 
explained why these seven books 
are to be accepted along with all 
the others, but in brief, we 
might repeat that the world has 
the Catholic Church’s word, and 
i¢ only, for the genuineness of 
any books that appear in the 
Canon of the Holy Scriptures. 

If they repudiate the seven that 
are included in the Old Testa- 
ment of the Catholic Canon, 

they should logically repudiate 
all the rest. However,’even ff 
the books of Machabees were 
not inspired, they still would re- 
flect the belief prevalent among 
the Jews before Christ, and in 
Chapter XII it is made very 
plain that Jews believed in pray- 

ing for the dead. Christ never 
disturbed this belief of the 
Jews, which has continued down 
to our own day, because Jews 
still believe in prayer for the 
dead. 

The second text which you 
quote is found in the Gospel of 
St. John, XX, 23. 

The Bible does not say speci- 
fically that St. Peter resided in 
Rome, but there is no reputable. 
historian who would think of 
denying it. Pagan Rome was 
often called Babylon by the 
Christians, because of its wick- 
edness, St. Peter first resided|™. 
at Antioch, and moved to Rome, 
where St. Paul speaks of having 
visited him, and where he and 
Paul both suffered martyrdom 
about the year 66.
